There are many reasons f. Some of 
them cannot leave home. * can’t un- 
derstand the English language well enough 
to make their wants known and others prefer 
to send their children because they are re- 
ctant to have it appear they are accepting 
farthing that looks Ake charity.“ 

In a majority of instances at Hull house, 

at the Northwestern social settlement, Chi- 
cago commons, and the other stations visited 
yesterday, the demand wae not for free ice 
but for the tickets, which obtain the ice at 
cost price. 
There are two kinds of tickets—the green, 
consisting of eight detachable coupons, each 
ealling for ten pounds of ice, which cost 8 
cents, and the pink ticketa, of eight detach- 
able coupons each calling for twenty pounds 
of ice.

Ten Pound Tickets Most Popular.

Most 
of the families who apply for the ice are un- 
provided with refrigerators, and for a cent 
they get ten pounds of ice, which is all that 
they require for immediate purposes and 
which most frequently is used in cases of il]- 
ness. It often happens that two or three ap- 
Plications are made by one family. for the ten 
pound piece of ice during a day.

There are few thermometers in the Ghet- 
to, but the children and the “ grown ups 
who sprawled in the doorways and on the 
meager porches didn't need thermometers 
to tell them it was hot.
